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Black Country hailed as important area for growth 

REGION TO PLAY 
VITAL ROLE - PM

THERESA May says the Black 
Country has a vital role to play 
in forging the Midlands pow¬ 
erhouse as she hailed the re¬ 
gion as ‘an important area for 
growth’ in the UK. 

The Prime Minister said the region’s bur¬ 
geoning economy would see people in the West 
Midlands ‘reap the benefits’ of devolution 

Mrs May has previously been criticised for 
being lukewarm over devolution proposals, put 
in place during David Cameron’s Government. 
It will see regions across the UK elect a mayor 
to take greater control over transport, housing 
and other infrastructure. 

Her comments follow Transport Secretary 
Chris Grayling’s pledge of £12m funding for 
the transport in the region. 

The Prime Minster said 
the Government was ‘com¬ 
mitted to making devolu¬ 
tion a success’, and added: 
“The mayor will represent 
all the members of the com¬ 
bined authority and will 
support all the different cit¬ 
ies and towns to make the 
region an important area 
PM Theresa May for growth in the UK. 

“We have a fantastic can¬ 
didate, Andy Street, who has a vast amount of 
experience and knowledge to push this forward 
attracting new investment and business. 

Priority 

“The deal at present is a good one; my view 
is let us take it one step a time. Our priority 
should be to work together to reap the benefits 
for both the Black Country and wider region.” 

In her opening speech at the Conservative 
party conference, Mrs May said Britain must 
‘look beyond’ Europe and announced Article 50 
would be triggered by March. 

She said she wanted to see a Brexit that ‘en¬ 
hances rather than diminishes’ the rights of 
workers’. “I’m absolutely determined to build 
a country that works for everyone, not just the 
privileged few,” Mrs May said. 

“I’m proud that Britain has led the way on 
workplace rights and freedoms, and that in 
many areas our legislation goes far beyond the 
minimum standards laid down by the EU. 

“As we leave the EU it’s very important to 
me that the process enhances rather than di¬ 
minishes the rights of workers, which is why 
I’ll make sure all the protections that currently 
exist from the EU apply in UK law as well. 

“My Government will deliver for workers 
across the West Midlands.”

TELECOMS giant BT is moving 80 mem¬ 
bers of staff from Wolverhampton to West 
Bromwich, with workers possibly being 
forced to take up different roles. 

The workers will move from Telecom 
House in Church Street, to the firm’s Prov¬ 
idence Place HG. 

BT confirmed around 150 other mem¬ 
bers of staff based in Wolverhampton will 
remain there. 

Spokesman Emma Tennant said the 
move would boost the consumer contact 
centre at Providence Place and was part of 
a pledge to answer more customer queries 
within the UK. 
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Flats plan approved at 



Timbertree pub in Cradley Heath 


A PUB in Cradley Heath which has been blighted by an¬ 
ti-social behaviour is to be knocked down and replaced 
by 20 new flats. 

The Timbertree, in Valley Road, will be bulldozed 
after plans for housing were given the go-ahead. 

A total of 17 one-bed and three two-bed apartments 
will be built on the site. The move has been welcomed by 
Councillor Anne Shackleton who covers the area. 

The pub has continued to attract crime and anti-social 
behaviour and was said by experts to be ‘becoming a 
nuisance of its own’. But the development is expected to 
breathe fresh life into the area after the proposals were 
approved by planning bosses at Sandwell Council. 

A statement submitted with the plans said: “The pres¬ 
ent public house has not been able to contribute into the 


problem pub 

area. It has had the opposite effect by retaining the an¬ 
ti-social behaviour reported in 2013 by local residents.” 

Councillor Shackleton said: “I welcome the move 100 
per cent, and from talking to people in the neighbour¬ 
hood, they do too. 

Eyesore 

“It has been one of our ‘grot’ spots, an eyesore, for a 
considerable length of time. 

“I look forward to the development starting. 

“It will improve the look of the area and it will get rid 
of the anti-social behaviour there. 

“I would also like to thank the developers, who have 
agreed to move the original site of where the bins would 
be placed.” 


Winter wonderland to 
attract Valley crowds 


SANDWELL Valley Country Park 
will be transformed into a win¬ 
ter wonderland for a major new 
Christmas event expected to 
draw in thousands of people. 

Kicking off on December 1, it will 
run right until Christmas Eve and will 
be modelled on the hugely successful 
Winter Wonderland event that packs 
out London’s Hyde Park every year. 

If this first event proves popular, bosses 
say there is scope to extend it next year 
with the addition of an ice rink to mirror 
what is on offer in London. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabinet 
member for leisure, said the event could 
become a beacon for the region. 

“We’re looking for the event to almost 
become a regional attraction,” he said. 

“We’ve visited Winter Wonderland in 
Hyde Park and we want to build our event 
on that and do something that kind of size. 

“We’ve got lots of room down at Sandwell 
Valley and this will be the first year we’ll be 
looking at the bigger event. 

“It will run from the beginning of De¬ 
cember to Christmas Eve. We’ve also got 
our own reindeer down there as well and 
they will be part of this.” 

Grotto 

Among the activities will be a train fer¬ 
rying passengers around the site, food 
and drinks stalls, Father Christmas in his 
grotto and a chance to see the reindeer. 

Councillor Marshall said: “It will really 
raise the level of what we’ve seen before 
around here. 

“Then next year we can expand and 
might even pull in an ice rink. 

“We need to make the most of Sandwell 
Valley as it’s a brilliant space - it’s a fan¬ 
tastic place and we need to use it so people 
can stay here rather than going to events 
outside the borough.” 

Council chiefs earlier revealed hopes of a 
festive market coming to West Bromwich, 
under plans to boost town centre trade. 

Council leader Steve Eling said the 
scheme was part of a vision to improve 
what is on offer to the public in the bor¬ 
ough. “We are looking to generate more 
income through local markets and bring 
people into West Bromwich as part of the 
process,” he said. 


Car ends on roof after M-way crash 


A CAR landed on its roof in a crash 
with a lorry on the M6 near Great 
Barr. Emergency services were 
called to the smash, between junc¬ 
tions 6 and 7, Aston Expressway to 
Great Barr, at around 12.15pm on 
Monday. 

A man and woman had managed 
to get out of the car before emer¬ 
gency services arrived. Motorists 
in three other cars stopped to help 
the pair. 

Crews from Perry Barr, Erding- 
ton and Aston fire stations arrived 


to help paramedics, police and 
highways engineers. 

Highways England officials 
tweeted to confirm the car had 
been moved to the hard shoulder 
but delays remained for two and a 
half hours. 

Paramedic James Williams 
tweeted a picture from the scene 
of the crash saying the pair ‘luckily 
(escaped) minor injuries’. 

There were also several break¬ 
downs on M6, including one be¬ 
tween the same two junctions that 


caused one lane to be blocked on 
the northbound carriageway. 

Elsewhere there was further 
chaos on the roads, with a van over¬ 
turning at the busy Grange Hill 
island roundabout in Halesowen 
during Monday morning rush hour. 

The white van was seen on its 
side, with its rear door open. 

The crash caused congestion on 
the A456 Manor Way, as Grange 
Road needed to be closed while 
emergency services attended the 
scene.

Hospital fall 
contributed 
to death of 
elderly man 

A FALL at a Black Country hospital con¬ 
tributed to the death of a pensioner, a 
coroner ruled. 

James Garratt, of Joynson Street, 
Wednesbury, was admitted to Walsall 
Manor Hospital with constipation on 
June 27. 

Two days later the 81-year-old fell and 
broke his femur and underwent surgery. 
He later contracted a urinary tract in¬ 
fection which resulted in his death on 
July 3. 

Assistant Coroner Angus Smillie re¬ 
turned a conclusion of accidental death. 
The inquest heard the trust running 
Manor Hospital produced a report hav¬ 
ing investigated the fall and the coroner 
ruled out neglect, saying hospital staff 
had enforced appropriate measures to 
prevent a fall. 

Returning a conclusion of acciden¬ 
tal death, he said: “There was no gross 
failure to provide medical attention for 
Mr Garratt. He was the unfortunate 
sufferer of an accidental fall for which 
appropriate steps to prevent such a fall 
had been taken. 

“I am satisfied that the steps taken 
were sufficient to satisfy the test that it 
was not neglect. Regrettably this was an 
accident.” 

Mr Smillie found there were several 
‘elements of causation’ in addition to 
the fall, which led to Mr Garratt’s death. 

Among them were pre-existing 
illnesses including a recurrence of lung 
cancer, which was diagnosed at the start 
of the year, and chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease.” 

Hospitals take on 
50 new nurses 

FIFTY new nurses have been taken on 
at Sandwell and City Hospitals. 

Bosses at the trust which runs both 
sites have been desperate to bring in 
more nurses following a recent shortage. 

Beds have had to be reduced on a 
ward at City Hospital because of a lack 
of nurses. The nurses have started work 
this week and are all relatively inexpe¬ 
rienced as they are starting their first 
posts since becoming qualified. 

Figures released ahead of a trust 
board meeting today (Thursday) re¬ 
vealed 69 nurses in the medicine and 
emergency department left the trust 
during 2015/16. 

It is hoped the arrival of 50 nurses 
will ease pressure. Trust chief executive 
Toby Lewis had previously expressed his 
frustration over difficulties in recruiting.

THE local arm of a debt charity is 
calling for people to prepare early for 
the festive season rather than rely on 
expensive credit. 

Christians Against Poverty (Cap), 
which specialises in helping people 
on a low income, says it sees many 
struggling to cope with the cost of 
Christmas. 

Manager of the Oldbury Cap Centre 
Sarah Jordan said: “It probably fills 
a few people with dread to think that 
Christmas is so near but this is actu¬ 
ally a great time to stop and consider 
how you can help yourself between 
now and then. 

“There’s a lot of hype from market¬ 
ing people about buying the perfect 
Christmas, which we know in our 
hearts isn’t real life, but we all so eas¬ 
ily get swept up in it. Now is the time 
to get together our own personalised 
plans for an enjoyable, stress-free cel¬ 
ebration.” 

CAP recommends the following to 
prepare for Christmas: Regularly save 
supermarket stamps; store supermar¬ 
ket loyalty points from Nectar/Club- 
card; put money away each week in a 
dedicated savings account; hide away 
a special box for presents and buying 
something to put in it each week; con¬ 
sider taking on a Christmas job. 

The charity also suggests using the 
time to make Christmas craft projects 
like knitting, making jam, brewing or 
growing something special. 

“My other top tip is to manage ex¬ 
pectations early. If you think Christ¬ 
mas will be difficult, talk to family 
early and decide what you can afford 
together. They may want to chip in 
with bigger items or you may decide 
on a ‘presents for children only’ rule.”

Police launch 
stabbing probe 

POLICE have launched an investiga¬ 
tion after a man was stabbed in Bir¬ 
mingham. The man was attacked as 
he got out of his car in Barnes Hill, 
Weoley Castle, outside Asda just after 
8pm last Thursday, by another man 
who then fled with an accomplice. 

West Midlands Police believe it to 
be a targeted attack. The 25-year-old 
was taken to hospital with a stomach 
injury and his condition was described 
as stable. The area was cordoned off 
overnight for forensic examination 
and detectives are now appealing for 
witnesses to come forward. 

Det Insp Richard Marsh, from Force 
CID, said: “This is a fast moving in¬ 
vestigation and we have a number of 
lines of enquiry which we are follow¬ 
ing up, but I would still like to hear 
from anyone who has information and 
has not yet spoken to an officer.”

Uniting against prejudice in sport

STUDENTS at a school in Cradley Heath 
have teamed up with equality charity 
Stonewall to show support for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender people in 
sport. 

Students in Year 8 wore Stonewall’s 
Rainbow Laces while doing PE lessons 
to show that they accept everyone with¬ 
out exception and that abuse towards the 
LGBT community is not tolerated. 

Stonewall has developed a range of 
measures to tackle the abuse as part of 
its Rainbow Laces campaign. These in¬ 
clude a training programme for sports 
coaches. The charity has also developed a 


sports toolkit for grassroots and commu¬ 
nity sport to help build awareness and un¬ 
derstanding of the issues affecting LGBT 
people. 

Hundreds of schools and clubs have 
signed up to join in with a week of action 
to show that everyone can play a part in 
making sport everyone’s game. 

Robbie de Santos, head of campaigns 
at Stonewall, said: “We are working with 
sports clubs at all levels to show that sup¬ 
porting diversity, in all its form, is the eas¬ 
iest way to build a more supportive and 
high-performing team and a strong, loyal 
following. The good news is that anyone 


involved in sport can be part of creating a 
more welcoming environment for LGBT 
people.” 

Forge principal Andrew Burns said: “As 
a school at the heart of our community, 
we are used to involving and supporting 
a wide variety of people with different 
needs. We believe it doesn’t matter who 
you are, everyone should be able to play 
sport, so signing up to the Rainbow Laces 
Campaign was a natural step for us. 

“It is a fun, easy and instant way to 
demonstrate that we are fully inclusive 
and that our students can be true to them¬ 
selves when they are with us.” 


Dance row attack led to 
death of man years later 


A MAN who died after being in a 
coma for almost four years after 
being punched in the head was un¬ 
lawfully killed, a coroner ruled. 

Arian Sadiq Tofiq, aged 24, died in Lea- 
brook Nursing Home in Tipton on June 6. 

Mr Tofiq, who was originally from Iraq, had 
been on a night out with friends in February 
2012 when he was attacked in The Area Bar in 
Birmingham’s Arcadian Centre. 

Although he was treated by paramedics at 
the scene on February 18, he returned home 
with no injuries. The following day he was 
admitted to City Hospital after he felt light¬ 
headed and collapsed, Black Country Coroners 
Court heard. He was later transferred to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital and then Leabrook Nursing 
Home with a ‘serious brain injury’ and never 
regained consciousness. 

A police investigation was launched in 2012, 
with three men charged with section 18 wound¬ 
ing inflicting GBH. However, the charges were 
later withdrawn due to inconsistency of evi¬ 
dence and new CCTV, the court heard. 

Assault 

Det Sgt Neil Hudson, of West Midlands Po¬ 
lice Homicide team, said: “It is believed that 
Arian was dancing with a couple of girls and a 
man took an issue with that. Within minutes 
Arian was punched to the back of his head, fell 
to the floor and was dragged out by security 
staff. It seemed to be an unprovoked assault. 
He stabilised but never regained consciousness 
and needed 24 hour care. Consultants said that 
if he had have woken up he would not have re¬ 
membered what happened.” 

The cause of death given was consequences 
of an old head injury. DS Hudson continued: 
“In terms of the investigation this is the long¬ 
est inquiry I have been on. Anything that could 
have been done was done in those two and a 
half years following the incident so West Mid¬ 
lands Police do not propose to reopen the in¬ 
vestigation.” 

Concluding a verdict of unlawful killing, Sen¬ 
ior Coroner Zafar Siddique, said: “The extent 
of the head injury was not known at the time 
until a CT scan detailed how life-threatening it 
was. Therefore he was unlawfully killed. This 
is a tragic set of circumstances and it may be 
prudent for police to look at this investigation 
again given the cause of death and the verdict 
of unlawful killing.” 

The Area Bar has since closed.

Brigade Company and Age UK. 

Women's refuge 
work £3k boost 

A WOMEN’S refuge has received fi¬ 
nancial and volunteer support from 
the West Brom building society. 

The West Brom has provided a 
£3,000 grant to Roshni, in Birming¬ 
ham, while members of staff spent a 
day painting the inside of the build¬ 
ing which houses women for up to six 
months. Roshni, which was formed 
in 1979, offers support and refuge to 
South Asian women and children now 
living in the UK who have suffered 
from domestic violence, honour-based 
crimes and forced marriage. 

Around 60 women a year benefit 
from the charity’s services. 

Teen faces bleach 
attack questioning 

A TEENAGER has come forward to 
be interviewed by police after a boy of 
11 had bleach squirted in his eyes. 

Police say the 13-year-old boy will 
be interviewed in connection with the 
September 22 incident in Birdbrook 
Road, in the Old Oscott area. It hap¬ 
pened as the schoolboy walked home 
from Great Barr School. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Gina Lycett said: “He will be inter¬ 
viewed in due course. We are not look¬ 
ing for anyone else.”

Criminal caught after four years on run

A DRUG gang member who was found in 
an attic after spending four years on the 
run from police has been jailed. 

Tahir Mahmood, aged 37, was given 
a seven-year prison sentence, some four 
years after his organised crime group were 
first arrested. 

Mahmood, from Kenelm Road, in Small 
Heath, Birmingham, was finally detained 
by West Midlands Police on August 1. 

He had attempted to climb into the roof 


space of an out-building at his family’s 
home at the time. 

Officers raided the house after suspecting 
he was back at the address. 

Mahmood was the outstanding member 
of an organised crime group. 

The gang was investigated by the Na¬ 
tional Crime Agency, NCA, for importing 
heroin worth around £1 million from Iran 
in July 2012. 

The drugs were found by Border Force 


staff carrying out searches on incoming 
freight at Heathrow Airport. 

The stash of heroin was discovered inside 
cloth handbags. Mahmood was arrested by 
border investigators with his co-conspir¬ 
ators, Israr Ahmed and Razwana Kosar, 
shortly after taking delivery of the parcels. 

He was bailed pending further enquiries 
but failed to report back and fled the area. 

Following his rearrest, Mahmood pleaded 
guilty to conspiring to import class A drugs.

A CREMATORIUM and 
chapel is reopening today, 
Thursday, after undergoing 
a £1.3 million expansion. 

Work to upgrade the building 
and chapel at Rowley Regis Cre¬ 
matorium in Powke Lane has 
been taking place for two years. 

The capacity of the chapel has 
been doubled to allow space for big¬ 
ger services. Up to 120 mourners 
will now be able to fit inside. 

A range of new facilities have 
been added to the crematorium, 
including a sheltered floral space, a 
book of remembrance room, a new 
entrance and improved toilets. 

Other improvements include the 
addition of a more energy-efficient 
cremator to replace old machines, a 
waiting area and reception. Digital 
music and web broadcasting facili¬ 
ties have been added too, which will 
allow family and friends who cannot 
attend funerals to see the service. 

Revamp 

Extra car parking spaces have 
also been created. The crematorium 
will be officially reopened by Mayor 
of Sandwell Julie Webb. 

The site first opened in 1962 and 
was in need of a revamp when work 
got under way in 2014. 

Architects Martin Critchell 
worked in conjunction with funeral 
directors and Sandwell Council’s be¬ 
reavement services on the design for 
the modernisation. 

Bereavement Services in the bor¬ 
ough have received significant in¬ 
vestment in recent years. 

Sandwell Council’s deputy leader 
Councillor Syeda Khatun said: “This 
is another significant investment in 
our service and I am delighted with 
all the improvements to both the 
chapel and crematorium. 

“Sandwell has always recognised 
the importance its residents place at 
what is a very difficult time in their 
lives, on a quality frontline service 
such as the bereavement service.” 

Rowley Regis councillor Chris 
Tranter said: “The facilities are 
first-rate and it’s wonderful for peo¬ 
ple in Rowley Regis, a real boost.”

Machete 
attacker's 
appeal is 
thrown out 

A MAN who was jailed for a brutal 
machete attack which resulted in 
his victim having a leg amputated 
has lost an appeal against his prison 
sentence. Add Hussain, 24, of Naseby 
Road, Alum Rock, Birmingham, at¬ 
tacked his 28-year-old victim close to 
the Rock Gym, in Washwood Heath, 
in May last year. 

A confrontation had taken place be¬ 
tween two groups of men and Hussain 
had travelled to the scene as ‘back-up’ 
for his friends. After slicing his victim 
three times, he fled to Pakistan, only 
returning three months later. He ad¬ 
mitted wounding with intent and was 
given a jail term of 12 years, with a 
five-year extended licence, at the 
city’s crown court in February. 

Last Tuesday, he claimed his sen¬ 
tence was too tough, but saw his 
appeal thrown out by three of the 
country’s top judges in London. 

Sitting at the Court of Appeal, Mr 
Justice Spencer said the crown court 
judge was not wrong to say Hussain is 
a ‘dangerous offender’. “The extreme 
circumstances, involving carrying of a 
lethal weapon and using it to inflict a 
potentially fatal injury would be suffi¬ 
cient to justify a finding of dangerous¬ 
ness,” he said. 

The court heard Hussain’s victim 
collapsed after the savage attack, and 
was rushed to hospital for life-saving 
surgery. A few days later, his left leg 
had to be amputated above the knee. 

Despite leaving the country, Hus¬ 
sain had shown himself to be remorse¬ 
ful, returning of his own accord and 
admitting what he did, it was heard. 

Library boost 
with children 

MORE children are members of a li¬ 
brary in Sandwell than ever before. 

Council bosses have hailed the in¬ 
crease, which they have put down to 
its Booktastic scheme which has seen 
library cards given out to reception 
age children in schools. 

Libraries across the borough have 
seen unprecedented numbers of 
books being borrowed by young chil¬ 
dren. The Booktastic scheme, which 
also encourages youngsters to take up 
reading by offering stickers and other 
incentives appears to have had the de¬ 
sired effect, with nearly 9,000 books 
issued to children aged between four 
and six during the last school year. 

The council’s children’s services 
boss Simon Hackett said: “It’s great 
to see first-hand how this scheme is 
benefiting children.”

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800 jobs axe 
with Plumb 
Center firm 
restructure 

PLUMB Center owner Wolseley is 
set to axe up to 800 jobs as part of a 
restructuring that will see it shut 80 
branches and a distribution centre. 

The company is not yet saying 
which branches face closure. It has 
Plumb Center outlets in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall, Brierley Hill, Cannock, 
Smethwick, Kidderminster and Staf¬ 
ford, as well as a branch of Burdens 
in West Bromwich. The shake-up will 
cost the firm £100 million. 

Wolseley said last Tuesday: “The 
closure of around 80 branches and 
one distribution centre is expected to 
lead to up to 800 job losses, the impact 
of which we will minimise through 
redeployment and attrition as far as 
possible. The programme is subject 
to consultation which will commence 
shortly and is expected to take 90 
days.” 

The group employs 6,000 people 
in the UK and operates across 750 
branches. The firm said that in the 
UK, which accounts for eight per cent 
of its profits, the repair, maintenance 
and improvement markets had de¬ 
clined and growth was ‘weak’. 

Wolseley said the restructur¬ 
ing, the result of a review, is ex¬ 
pected to generate £25 million to 
£30 million of annual cost savings 
when complete. 

The group made the announcement 
alongside full-year results, which saw 
overall revenues rise 4.2 per cent at 
constant exchange rates to £14.4 bil¬ 
lion. Pre-tax profit rose from a total of 
£508 million to £727 million, driven 
by the States, where the bulk of its 
business lies. 


Former jailed 
TV star back 




JAILED former West Midlands BBC 
presenter Ashley Blake is back on 
the Beeb. Blake was sentenced to two 
years for wounding a teenager outside 
his former Sutton 
Coldfield pub with 
a 3ft patio umbrel¬ 
la pole in 2009. 

He was 40 at 
the time of the 
incident and 
was found guilty 
of wounding 
17-y ear-old and 
Ashley Blake attempting to per¬ 
vert the course of 
justice. But Blake, from Birmingham, 
who used to present Watchdog and 
Holiday, returned to host a segment 
on BBC West Midlands’ Inside Out 
programme last week. 

A BBC spokeswoman said: “After 
his conviction in 2009 Ashley Blake 
has served his sentence, and the con¬ 
viction is now spent under the terms 
of the Rehabilitation of Offenders Act. 
Ashley is a very experienced broad¬ 
caster. As a freelancer, he is entitled 
to pitch ideas and offer his services as 
a presenter or reporter.” 


Boss admits firm let people down'

ALTON Towers operator Merlin has 
accepted it ‘let people down with dev¬ 
astating consequences’ after receiv¬ 
ing a £5 million fine for the Smiler 
rollercoaster crash. Merlin Attrac¬ 
tions Operations Ltd was criticised 
by Judge Michael Chambers QC last 
week as he ordered bosses to pay up. 

He branded the accident a ‘cat¬ 
astrophic failure’ by the company 
involving basic health and safety 
measures, adding the ‘obvious sham¬ 
bles of what occurred’ could have 
been easily avoided by a suitable writ¬ 
ten system to deal with ride faults and 
a proper risk assessment. 


Two teenagers - Vicky Balch, then 
19, and Leah Washington, then 17 - 
each lost a leg in the collision in June 
last year and three others were seri¬ 
ously injured. 

Merlin Chief Executive, Nick Var¬ 
ney, in a statement read outside 
court, said: “We were always aware 
we would end up here today facing a 
substantial penalty, as has been deliv¬ 
ered by the court. 

“However, Alton Towers, and in¬ 
deed the wider Merlin Group, are not 
emotionless corporate entities. 

“In this context, the far greater 
punishment for all of us is knowing 


that on this occasion we let people 
down with devastating consequences. 
It is something we will never forget 
and it is something we are utterly de¬ 
termined will never be repeated.” 

Judge Chambers QC said: “The de¬ 
fendant now accepts the prosecution 
case that the underlying fault was 
an absence of a structured and con¬ 
sidered system not that of individu¬ 
als’ efforts, doing their best within a 
flawed system. 

“This was a needless and avoidable 
accident in which those injured were 
fortunate not to have been killed or 
bled to death.” 


£5m Smiler fine is no 
help to us, says mother 


ALTON Towers bosses now face huge 
compensation claims as victims of the 
Smiler crash branded a £5 million fine 
‘irrelevant’ saying that they cannot 
move on. 

Victim Chandaben Chauhan, aged 50, from 
Wednesbury, said after Merlin Attractions 
Operations Ltd was fined: “For what we are 
struggling with, the fine is not really any 
help.” 

She was sat on the second row of the ride along¬ 
side her daughters Vanisha, 30, and Meera, 27, 
when the crash happened - the impact likened to a 
90mph car crash. 

The carriage smashed into the back of an empty 
one after engineers at the theme park over-rode a 
block mechanism which had automatically stopped 
the ride. 

Ms Chauhan was left with internal bleeding and 
needing a stomach operation. 

Reacting to the fine handed out last week at Staf¬ 
ford Crown Court, she said it was immaterial in the 
context of her family’s on-going recovery. 

Compensation 

The victims, left suspended in the ride 20ft above 
ground for up to five hours, are now expected to 
seek civil compensation. 

Ms Chauhan said: “The fine is irrelevant. The 
point of coming here to hear the sentence was for 
getting one step closer to closure and to the facts. 

“For what we are struggling with, the fine is not 
really any help. 

“I have been left with a scar on my stomach and 
then I have the psychological effects which I am 
sharing with my daughters.” 

“Because we are a family we support each other. 
Our whole support system has just broken down. 

“I can’t support my daughters and they can’t 
support me. That is what the problem is. I can’t 
see an end to it just yet. I am struggling to get the 
therapy I need as the funding is just not available. 
Until now I just didn’t have the energy so I was 
hiding away. I just have to face the music now. It 
has gone on too long.” 

The court heard that on the day of the crash in 
June last year a test carriage had been sent around 
the ride but had come to rest on the track, unseen 
by ride staff. 

The engineers had overridden a computer system 
which they believed had halted the ride in error - 
and sent a full car along to the track into the path 
of the empty carriage. The kinetic energy involved 
in the crash was likened to a family car of 1.5 tons 
colliding at about 90mph.

Attempted robber’s jail 


AN ‘intoxicated’ man who burst 
into a Birmingham dementia 
sufferer’s home and tried to rob 
him has had his jail term cut by a 
third on appeal. 

James Charles Doody, aged 27, 
of no fixed abode, invaded the 
78-year-old man’s bungalow in 
Shirley Road, Acocks Green, in 
October. 

The victim suffered from a 
‘degree of dementia’, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Irwin told London’s Appeal 
Court, but the pensioner was able 


to call the police who came rapidly 
and found Doody still inside the 
property. 

Mr Justice Irwin said he was 
‘clearly very intoxicated’ and 
hadn’t stolen anything before of¬ 
ficers arrived. 

Doody admitted attempted rob¬ 
bery, two counts of breaching a 
conditional discharge and was 
jailed for six years at Birmingham 
Crown Court on March 3. 

Doody had a ‘long list of acquis¬ 
itive crimes’, including burglaries,

on his record, said Mr Justice 
Irwin. He had a history of drug 
abuse but, after sobering up, he 
was ‘clearly remorseful for what 
he had done’. 

Thomas Schofield, for Doody, 
argued his jail term was far too 
long and ought to be cut. 

He pointed out no weapon had 
been used and no physical injury 
caused to the pensioner. 

Judges agreed to reduced Doo¬ 
dy’s jail term from six to four 
years.

Airport's £l00m 
on improvements 

BIRMINGHAM Airport will spend 
£100 million improving facilities, in¬ 
cluding its baggage processing. 

The airport suffered a backlash 
from passengers over long delays wait¬ 
ing for their baggage during August. 
Birmingham has seen major growth in 
recent years with passengers numbers 
soaring to 11 million a year. 

A million more are expected next 
year as new services are introduced 
by budget airline Jet2. The im¬ 
provements will see money spent on 
self-service check-ins, additional car 
parking and on air traffic control.

A PUB in West Bromwich will stay 
shut for at least the next few weeks 
after its licence was suspended over 
claims it was taken over by a gang in¬ 
volved in drug dealing and organised 
crime.

Sandwell Council said it had not 
been informed who would be the pub’s 
designated premises supervisor, so it 
could not yet re-open. 

West Midlands Police had wanted 
the pub to be shut down for good.

Candidate Street's ahead 
with big hopes for Brexit 



Andy Street, who hopes to become metro mayor for the West Midlands 


BREXIT offers a ‘huge oppor¬ 
tunity’ for the West Midlands 
but Britain should retain ac¬ 
cess to the single market, 
according to John Lewis’ 
outgoing managing director. 

Andy Street, who is the Con¬ 
servative candidate for the West 
Midlands Metro Mayor, says it 
would be ‘hugely preferable’ to 
stay in the single market but that 
the terms ‘may not be acceptable’. 

Speaking 100 days after the ref¬ 
erendum, he said Brexit has created 
an ‘open door’ for the West Midlands 
region to be more influential with the 
Prime Minister. 

Mr Street, who backed staying in 
the EU, also said while it was wise 
not to rush into leaving the EU, that 
businesses needed to know now what 
status EU nationals will have in the 
future. 

Status 

He said: “My personal view is that it 
would be hugely preferable if we still 
had access to the single market - how¬ 
ever, the terms may not be acceptable 
to the British government as they try 
to implement the will of the people. 

“The biggest issue for someone 
running a business at the moment 
is wanting a steer from the Govern¬ 
ment on the status of EU workers. 
Lots of firms here will employ lots of 
EU workers, I suspect all CEOs would 
like to know if those people could stay 
and, crucially, what will it (their legal 
status) be for further people coming 
in the future. It is the most practical 
issue facing business now.” 

Mr Street stepped down from John 
Lewis, Britain’s biggest employ¬ 
ee-owned firm, after 30 years, to chal¬ 
lenge for the new Metro Mayor role 
which will oversee billions of pound 
worth of spending in the Black Coun¬ 


try, Birmingham, Coventry, Solihull 
and neighbouring areas in Stafford¬ 
shire. 

He said: “I wanted us to remain, we 
haven’t. I think there is a real oppor¬ 
tunity for the West Midlands. Let’s 
face it, Brexit propelled Theresa May 
into Downing Street. She knows she 
went there with something of a frag¬ 
mented country if you look at the elec¬ 
toral results. What she is saying is we 
have to make the country work well 
beyond London. 

“That is our invitation to go with 


our ideas for investment here. So in 
a sense, ironically, it actually gives us 
a new open door with central govern¬ 
ment. That is another reason I want 
to do this. If I thought central govern¬ 
ment was slamming the door in our 
face there would be less reason to do. 
Ironically, out of Brexit comes that op¬ 
portunity.” 

He added: “I actually have great 
sympathy with the Government not 
filing for Article 50 yet as we have to 
be ready and prepared for following 
through on that.”

Underground secrets 
of Victorian expertise 


THESE eerie photos show 
the hidden Victorian un¬ 
derworld that lies beneath 
the bustling streets of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The storm drains were built 
in the 19th century, with pic¬ 
tures documenting repairs to 
the drains in 1893 using wood¬ 
en blocks. 

Photographer Michael Scott, 
from Birmingham, explored the 
drains himself after seeing some 
pictures online. 

The 32-year-old said: “It’s amaz¬ 
ing to go somewhere so central in a 
city and be totally alone - bar the 
occasional rat. It really is a hidden 
Victorian underworld.” But the 
drains aren’t always so peaceful. 
He said: “It is very dangerous and 
you have to be very careful of the 
weather. 

“Ideally it needs to not have 
rained at least four days prior to 
you going, and most importantly it 
needs to be forecast clear and dry 
on the day you go down. 


MEMORY LANE 


Report by Judith Hawkins 


“Even then, you need to know 
where the access ladders are. The 
issue is you are in a storm drain, 
and the main use of the drain is to 
take all the rain water away from 
the streets in the quickest way pos¬ 
sible. Even if it just drizzles, the 
water rises and it rises fast.” 

Local historian Professor Carl 
Chinn MBE, is among those who 
is fascinated to see the photos 
of a previously little seen side of 
Brum’s past. He said: “People al¬ 
ways talk about the railways, but 
this was another major achieve¬ 
ment of Victorian engineering. It 
was the result of the public health 
movement in the late 19th Cen¬ 
tury, as people became more aware 
of water-borne diseases. Cities like 
Birmingham started to bring in 
fresh water, and there is a reason 
why the Chamberlain memorial in 
Birmingham is a fountain, because 
he was pivotal to this.” 


Joseph Chamberlain was elected 
town councillor in November 1869, 
and rose to become Mayor in 1873, 
during which he tackled fears over 
Birmingham’s water supply, which 
was described as a danger to public 
health. 

Approximately half of the city’s 
population relied upon well water, 
but this was polluted by sewage. 

Determined to stop the rising 
death rate from contagious dis¬ 
eases in the poorest parts of the 
city, in January 1876 Chamberlain 
forcibly purchased Birmingham’s 
waterworks for a combined sum of 
£1,350,000, creating Birmingham 
Corporation Water Department. 

By this time he was represent¬ 
ing the city in Parliament, and he 
declared to a House of Commons 
Committee that: “We have not 
the slightest intention of making 
profit. We shall get our profit in¬ 
directly in the comfort of the town 
and in the health of the inhabit¬ 
ants.” 

He also identified the Elan Val¬ 
ley in Powys, Wales, as a potential 
source of clean water for the city.

Watson: We must stand 
together to win power

TOM Watson says Theresa 
May ‘hasn’t got what it takes’ 
to be Prime Minister as he 
admitted Labour had let the 
country down by failing to 
provide effective opposition. 

Labour’s deputy leader used his 
main speech at last week’s party 
conference to launch a scathing 
attack on Mrs May, urging the 
party’s MPs to stay focused on 
proving that she ‘isn’t up to the 
job’. 

He also said Labour needed to come 
together and build on successes of the 
past to once again become ‘the party 
of Britain’, as he admitted the last few 
months had ‘not been my best’ as a 
politician. 

The West Bromwich East MP told 
delegates: “I’ve seen up close what it 
takes to be Prime Minister. And I’ve 
seen what it takes out of you. And 
Theresa May hasn’t got what it takes.” 

Struggle 

He said she was guilty of ‘shambolic 
prevarication’ over Hinkley Point, 
the Northern powerhouse, Heath¬ 
row, the single-market, immigration, 
and grammar schools, accusing her of 
‘ducking an diving’ Jeremy Corbyn’s 
questions on the latter issue. 

“It’s not what you want from a 
Prime Minister,” he said, adding: 
“Theresa May. Or Theresa May not.” 

Mr Watson said the Prime Minis¬ 
ter would struggle to hold the Tories 
together as she had no mandate from 
members of the Conservative party. 

If we stay focused and disciplined 
and determined, then gradually the 
country will start to see what we can 
already see: that she just isn’t up to 
the job,” he added. 

Addressing the current Labour 
Party crisis, he said: “These haven’t 
been the best few months of my 30 


years in the Labour party. We can’t 
afford to keep doing this. 

“And, more importantly, the coun¬ 
try, the people we stand for, the mil¬ 
lions the Tories leave behind every 
day, they can’t afford for us to keep 
doing this.” 

He said Labour ‘need to be ready’ 
for a general election and urged del¬ 
egates to ‘stand together’ as one La¬ 
bour movement, ‘millions-strong and 
utterly united’. 

Drawing on successful Labour gov¬ 
ernments of the past, Mr Watson said: 
“I’ve never got over growing up under 
Thatcher. 


“And that’s not what I want for my 
children. 

“I don’t want it for anyone’s chil¬ 
dren. We can’t let that happen again.” 

He added that ‘trashing our own re¬ 
cord’ was not the way to ‘enhance the 
Labour brand’. 

“We won’t win elections like that,” 
he said. 

“And we need to win elections. The 
Prime Minister could call one next 
week. 

“Now is the time to be proud of our 
party. We have to believe we can win, 
and remember how much we achieve 
when we do.”

Bumper pay follows re-organisation 

£ 550 k paid out to crime 
chief after leaving job

A TOP West Midlands crime boss 
received more than £350,000 as 
part of a bumper pay-off after 
leaving her job. 

Jacky Courtney, left her role as chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Office of the West Midlands 
Police & Crime Commissioner on April 30 
last year as part of a shake-up following the 
election of David Jamieson. 

Mrs Courtney, who served as chief ex¬ 
ecutive to the old West Midlands Police 
Authority for seven years, received a 
£74,600 ‘loss of office’ payment as well as 
a £278,900 contribution to 
her pension pot. Addition¬ 
ally she was paid £11,500 
in salary and fees for ap¬ 
proximately one month’s 
work and received £500 
worth of benefits to total 
just over £365,000. 

As chief executive she 
was paid £109,300 and had 
an Audi company car. She 
could not be directly con¬ 
tacted for comment. 

The PCC’s publicly available accounts 
state Mrs Courtney ‘retired’ but it is under¬ 
stood she was made redundant in a restruc¬ 
ture by Mr Jamieson. Jonathan Jardine 
replaced Mrs Courtney as chief executive 
on a salary of £79,200 and no company car. 

A PCC spokesman said: “The office the 
PCC inherited was from the bloated and 
unaccountable days of the police authority, 
where some members of staff were paid 
very high salaries and everyone got first 
class travel. But since the election of the 
police and crime commissioner in 2014, 
things have changed. The office has been 
reorganised and we now work in a more 
streamlined, accountable and effective way. 

“It is worth remembering that most of 
the amount was pension allocation. In ad¬ 
dition, thanks to the changes we’ve already 
made, we are making savings of £300,000 a 
year on those old police authority days and 
should have paid for these costs within two 
years.”

A MAN had to be cut free from his

“My dad served in the RAF for 22 
years. He was a very proud man, but 
you should never be too proud to ask

for help and I would encourage others 
to do as I have done, should they need 
assistance,” Sharon added. 

Additionally, Allan was an active 
member of the Royal British Legion. 

This week the RAF Benevolent Fund, 
the RAF’s leading welfare charity, is 
launching a campaign to let more RAF 
veterans and their families in Sandwell 
and the surrounding areas know that 
help is available. 

Paul Hughesdon, director of welfare 
and policy at the RAF Benevolent 
Fund, said: “Too often, RAF veterans 
simply don’t know that help is at hand.

A STORY about a hushed-up D-Day 
training disaster, created by the writ¬ 
er of War Horse, will be staged at Bir¬ 
mingham Rep from tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) until October 15. 

The play, 946: The Amazing Story 
of Adolphus Tips, has been adapted 
by Michael Morpurgo and Emma 
Rice from Morpurgo’s own book of 
the same name. 

The production enjoyed acclaimed 
reviews during a season at London’s 
The Globe and is now on the road 
for its first UK tour. It tells the lit¬

Rescue 

After being inundated with evacu¬ 
ees from London, village life is halted 
as American GIs arrive to prepare for 
the D-Day landings. Lily and her fam¬ 
ily are moved away from Slapton but 
Tips gets left behind. Lily sets out to 
rescue her cat accompanied by townie 


friend Barry and a black American GI 
Adolphus ‘Adi’ T Madison. 

It feels like it couldn’t get any 
worse for Lily and her family, but 
then the Germans ambush the train¬ 
ing fleet with disastrous results for 
the Allied troops. 

Morpurgo said: “There is no the¬ 
atre company that tells stories more 
imaginatively, more unexpectedly, 
than Kneehigh. 946 is based on his¬ 
torical events that took place in and 
around Slapton as the Americans 
trained for the landings in France. 

“I have witnessed first-hand the 
way Kneehigh weaves a tale and 
makes it live on stage for us. For my 
story to play a part in this is simply 
a joy.”

LEGENDARY Liverpool musical drama Blood 
Brothers is returning to Birmingham Hippodrome 
for a fortnight’s run with Lyn Paul in the iconic 
role of Mrs Johnstone, the mother of ill-fated twins 
in this much-loved tearjerker.

There's a web of intrigue 
for Julien in new case 


T wo years ago, viewers were 
gripped by The Missing, which 
starred James Nesbitt as a 
distraught father desperately 
searching for his young son who 
disappeared during a holiday to 
France. 

The series ended on an ambiguous 
note - some viewers thought the 
mystery had been solved, others felt 
there were still some loose threads left 
dangling. However, the bad news for 
those in the latter camp is that this 
new series won’t be picking up where 
the last one left off. 

The good news is Tcheky Karyo 
is reprising his role as French 
detective Julien Baptiste to tackle a 
whole new case. And while the 
first run largely concentrated on 
parents dealing with the horror of not 
knowing what had happened to their 
child, this one takes a different 
approach. 

Writers Harry and Jack Williams say: 
“While we were writing the first series, 
we began talking about what the show 
would have been had Oliver Hughes 
been found. This story grew out of that 
discussion. 


“It’s the other side of the coin to 
series one - an exploration of loss, of 
freedom, of how the past can shape 
the present in myriad ways that we 
cannot fully understand. It’s bigger, 
more ambitious, and we’re delighted to 
have such a brilliantly talented cast 
joining Julien Baptiste for a new case.” 

That cast includes David Morrissey 
(The Walking Dead, Extant) and 
Keeley Hawes (Line of Duty, The 
Casual Vacancy, The Durrells) as Sam 
and Gemma Webster, whose 
daughter Alice went missing in 
Eckhausen, Germany, in 2003. 

By late 2014, Sam and Gemma are 
barely speaking to each other, and 
Alice’s brother Matthew (Jake Davies) 
has become violent and withdrawn. 

But then a young British woman is 
founding stumbling through the streets 
of Ekchausen, where she 
subsequently collapses - and is 
identified as Alice (Abigail 
Hardingham). 

In theory, her return should be a 
cause for rejoicing, but the news 
throws her family into turmoil and 
sends shockwaves through the tight- 


knit German community. 

As with the original series, we move 
between the present day and the 
original investigation. Even knowing 
that Alice will be found shouldn’t make 
the series less tense, especially as it 
seems that she may hold vital clues to 
the whereabouts of a second missing 
girl, Sophie Giroux, whose 2003 
disappearance was investigated by 
Baptiste. As the detective heads to 
Iraq, following a lead that he believes 
is key to finding the girls’ abductor, the 
Webster family has to deal with what 
happens when the child you’ve spent 
years longing to be reunited with 
actually comes back. 

Executive producer Willow Grylls 
promises we’ll be hooked: “I am so 
proud to have such a high calibre of 
cast attached to this project and, with 
the genius of Harry and Jack Williams’ 
scripts, I know the audience will be 
gripped to this series just as much as 
they were to the first. And the beloved 
Julien Baptiste is back! 

‘The Missing series two will be just 
as thrilling, heart-wrenching and 
character driven as you’d hope it to 
be.”

Climb on board to enjoy history, 
culture, sightseeing and more 


We had almost decided on a city holi¬ 
day to Sweden and Denmark when we 
saw a Fred Olsen cruise which includ¬ 
ed those two countries, plus the bonus 
of Baltic Sea countries Estonia, Latvia 
and Russia - with St Petersburg as the 
highlight. 

The itinerary immediately appealed, and 
with the help and knowledge from the tour 
staff, we booked a series of excursions well 
within our budget. 

Leaving from a UK port has many bene¬ 
fits, including extra luggage allowance and 
speedy embarkation. 

After two sunny days’ sailing, we entered 
the Swedish Archipelago, a group of 30,000 
islands; our ship Balmoral weaved through 
a four-hour scenic passage. 

Arriving in Stockholm, a panoramic city 
tour took in the highlights. Strolling around 
the oldest district, Gamla Stan, you absorb

the heart and antiquity of the city. In Tal¬ 
linn, a medieval town in Estonia, our walk¬ 
ing tour was a great way to soak up sights 
and sounds of this enchanting place, with 
narrow cobbled streets, secret courtyards 
and fairytale towers. 

Troubadours and Minstrels entertain, 
singing and playing traditional songs in 
authentic dress. Stalls selling hand knit¬ 
ted clothing and amber - known as Baltic 
gold- are sold at keen prices. Lunch of pork, 
cooked Estonian style, is a culinary delight. 

The next morning, we arrived at St Pe¬ 
tersburg, Russia. Two names are synony¬ 
mous with this extraordinary city, rulers 
Peter and Catherine the Great, whose in¬ 
fluence dominated Imperial Russia and still 
evident today. We made the most of our 
first day, with tours of Peterhof Palace and 


the Hermitage, which houses more than 2.8 
million works of art. Lunch in a typical Rus¬ 
sian restaurant started with vodka tasting. 

In the evening, we were taken to the 
Nickolaevsky Palace, featuring a tradi¬ 
tional folk show, entertained by musicians, 
singers and dancers, each routine reflecting 
different regions of Russia. During the in¬ 
terval, Russian Champagne, vodka, caviar 
and canapes were served generously. The 
show ended with a rousing Cossack theme. 

Highlights 

The city’s highlights tour captures the 
most significant sights of St Petersburg. 
By now, we were only half way through our 
cruise. 

Riga, regarded as the ‘Pearl of Latvia’, 
is characterised by three distinct faces, 
from 14th century medieval roots, quality 
Art Nouveau buildings and 19th century 


wooden architecture. We visited the Dome 
Cathedral, while meandering round the 
quaint old town, you become enthralled in 
its history. Sailing to Denmark, we had un¬ 
expected sight of a pod of dolphins appear¬ 
ing either side of the ship. 

Balmoral berthed a short walk from 
Copenhagen’s iconic attraction, the Little 
Mermaid; despite three serious injuries, she 
sits serenely on her bed of rocks. 

After taking in Copenhagen’s highlights, 
we arrived at the old charming fishing 
village of Dragor. We strolled the narrow 
streets of yellow cottages with thatched 
roofs, gardens ablaze with Hollyhocks, end¬ 
ing with Danish pastry and coffee served at 
an old inn. 

Our final night in Balmoral’s theatre 
featured all the artists and dancers in a 
spectacular show that left us clamouring 
for more.

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New lease of life for Grand C4

Only a particularly keen eye 
would be able to tell the differ¬ 
ence between the new Grand C4 
Picasso and the second-genera¬ 
tion model that arrived in 2013. 

Its exterior retains the familiar shape 
of the old car, but features a number of 
subtle tweaks that help keep it looking 
fresh and up-to-date. 

As you would expect from a car designed 
purely for carting vast numbers of children 
to and from school and sports practice, the 
new Picasso can be specified with a raft of 
active safety systems. These include Speed 
Limit Sign Recognition, and Active Land De¬ 
parture Warning to name but a few. 

Generally speaking, large MPVs aren’t 
the best looking cars on the road. Howev¬ 
er, Citroen seems to have this area nailed 
- the Grand C4 Picasso is definitely one of 
the better-looking people movers currently 
available on the market. 

A suite of very subtle updates that would 
be difficult to notice on their own make an 
appearance on the new car. Changes in¬ 
clude a redesigned front end, 3D-effect rear 
lights, rear chevrons finished in gloss black 
with chrome surrounds and new 18-inch 
alloy wheels. Together, these add up to an 
end product that is a marked improvement. 

At the end of the day, an MPV is never 
really going to be considered a cool car, 
even one as attractive as the Grand C4 Pi¬ 
casso. That said, cars like this will always 
place function over form. The added bonus 
with the big Citroen is that you don’t have to 
compromise too much in the form depart¬ 


ment if you’ve got a load of children to ferry 
around. 

This is the Grand C4 Picasso’s piece de 
resistance. A seven-seat layout means you’ll 
be popular with other parents on the school 
run, and should help prevent any squabbles 
from breaking out on longer journeys with 
the family.The middle row of seats can fold 
flat to increase boot space, and can slide 
back and forth to allow for more legroom in 
the third row. The two third row seats fold 
down into the boot floor, allowing for 645 li¬ 
tres of storage space in the boot when the 
second row of seats are in their forward-most 
position. 

Another handy feature that has been intro¬ 
duced is a hands-free tailgate. Simply wave 
your foot underneath the rear bumper and 
the boot will pop open, meaning you can 
load the car up easily even when your hands 
are full. 

The Grand C4 Picasso isn’t exactly a small 
car, although it masks its size rather well. 
Thanks to plenty of forward visibility out of 
the large windscreen and a raised driving 
position, you don’t really feel like you’re be¬ 
hind the wheel of a big people mover. 

To drive, the Picasso is very manageable. 
At low speeds, the steering is quick enough 
to allow you to manoeuvre into tighter park¬ 
ing spaces, and features like a rear parking 
camera mean you shouldn’t bump into any 
obstructions. 

The seats are comfortable, supportive and 
easily adjustable - although depending on 
your body frame, the driving position might 
be a tad awkward. The steering wheel is 
quite far away, while the pedals are right un¬ 
der your feet. 

There is a fair amount of wind noise at 
motorway speeds, owing largely to the boxy

shape of the car, and the 18-inch alloys 
fitted to our test car also created a fair 
amount of tyre roar. For the most part, the 
four-cylinder diesel engine is unobtrusive 
and refined, although it does create a bit of 
a racket under heavy acceleration. 

Any lumps and bumps on the surface 
of the road are dealt with by the Citroen’s 
supple suspension set-up, although this 
does lead to a dash of body roll through 
the corners. 

In terms of bang for your buck, in Flair 
trim makes a good case for itself. It comes 


with a wealth of handy features as stand¬ 
ard, including the new 3D Citroen Nav sys¬ 
tem. This incorporates mapping data from 
TomTom that can be displayed through 
either the seven-inch touchscreen in the 
middle of the dash, or the 12-inch display 
on the upper dash. Other features include 
front and rear parking sensors, cruise con¬ 
trol, dual-zone air conditioning, DAB radio 
and Bluetooth and USB connectivity. Mir¬ 
ror Link and Car Play - which are includ¬ 
ed as standard - help to make connecting 
your smartphone that much easier.

Dedicated ex-boss made 
life better for patients 


MEL EVES has led the tributes to ‘one of 
the greats’ Graham Hawkins, who died 
last week at the age of 70. 

Hawkins won promotion with Wolves both 
as a player and a manager, graduating through 
the club from a boyhood fan to boss the team he 
once watched from the terraces. 

And Eves described Hawkins - who raised money 
for fellow cancer patients at Shrewsbury’s Royal Hos¬ 
pital after being diagnosed with non-Hodgkin Lym¬ 
phoma in 2009 - as £ a pleasure to be around’. 

After being relegated from Division One at the end 
of the 1981/82 season, Hawkins was the man tasked 
with getting Wolves straight back to the promised 
land. 

Hawkins, who helped the team gain promotion to 
the top flight as player in 1967, arrived from Shrews¬ 
bury, where he served as an assistant to Graham 
Turner, to take the reins at Molineux - and succeeded 
immediately. 

Moulded 

Wolves finished second - 10 points behind Queens 
Park Rangers - to go back up at the first time of ask¬ 
ing, with the likes of Eves, Andy Gray and Kenny 
Hibbitt starring. 

“It is a really sad loss,” said Eves. “He moulded a 
great team. There was a really good mix of senior pros 
and young lads in the side. 

“He did a really good job with players such as Andy 
Gray, Kenny Hibbitt, myself, John Humphrey, Dale 
Rudge, Ian Cartwright, Bobby Coy. 

“We did really well to get promoted and there was 
a really great team spirit there among the players. 

“I finished top scorer that season and he had the 
faith to put me up front alongside Andy Gray. 

“It was just unfortunate in the following season he

was left out to dry,” Eves added. “We probably needed 
three or four more players so that was disappointing 
for everybody.” 

Wolves struggled in the following season, back in 
the top flight, and Hawkins was sacked in April 1984 
with the club heading for the first of three successive 
relegations. 

It was a dark period for the club which almost re¬ 
sulted in extinction. 

After management, Hawkins worked for the Foot¬ 
ball League as head of youth development, helping 
hundreds of young footballers make the grade as pro¬ 
fessionals. 

“When Graham was in his role with the Football 
League, he always conducted himself impeccably - he 
was very professional,” Eves said. 

“He was really easy to get on with and a pleasure 
to be around. 

“I think the last time I saw him as at the London 
Wolves 50th anniversary, which was not long ago. I 
knew he had been struggling for a while but he man¬ 
aged to do an awful lot of fundraising.” 

Laurie Dalrymple, managing director of Wolves, 
said: “Graham made a huge contribution not only to 


Wolves but to football in general during his career. He 
was widely respected and well-liked, both inside and 
outside of football. It was typical of the man that he 
spent his final years raising money for fellow cancer 
sufferers at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital.” 

Hawkins is survived by wife Jane, sons Ian and 
Richard and grandchildren Lauren, Amy, Holly and 
Louisa. 

Royal Shrewsbury Hospital staff described 
Hawkins’ fundraising efforts as ‘magnificent’. 

Dr Sheena Khanduri, clinical lead for cancer ser¬ 
vices at The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “The trust has lost a great friend and 
supporter. 

“Graham’s magnificent fundraising efforts really 
helped to improve the experience of our patients. 

“His fundraising efforts included donating iPads 
which offered a distraction and something else for 
patients to think about whilst they receive their 
treatment in our Haematology Day Centre and the 
Chemotherapy Day Centre at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Legendary 

“On behalf of the trust I would like to pass on my 
condolences to Graham’s family.” 

Mr Hawkins was in the dugout at the Gay Meadow 
in the early 1980s alongside legendary manager Gra¬ 
ham Turner before his move to Molineux. 

Brian Caldwell, chief executive at Shrewsbury 
Town, said: “Graham will be remembered by many 
Shrewsbury Town fans for the work he did alongside 
Graham Turner as his assistant manager. 

“It was a spell where the club played at the highest 
level in English football so far and Graham is remem¬ 
bered fondly by Town fans for being part of that. 

“The thoughts of everyone at the club are with Gra¬ 
ham’s wife, Jane, his sons, Ian and Richard and the 
rest of his family and friends at this sad time.”

SO much as Sunderland’s late 
equaliser stung Tony Pulis, 
the concern for Albion’s head 
coach will be that Patrick van 
Aanholt’s strike could hurt far 
more a few weeks from now.

It was symptomatic of the afternoon and ulti¬ 
mately costly, as Van Aanholt struck seven min¬ 
utes from time to earn an unlikely draw.
